References AA, AL and AR are in the general field of the present invention. Reference 
AL, which is in German, discloses a transmission and reception of digital information. 
Reference AR is in German, and no English translation is presently available. However, if the 
Examiner desires such, Applicants will provide it upon request. Since references AA is in 
English, no further commentary concerning its teachings is necessary. 

None of the above references discloses or suggests a method for operating devices for 
transmitting high-bit-rate data on an extension line or arrangement having such devices for data 
transmission as disclosed and claimed in the present invention.
